"Sir  Wilfrid's  condition  is' not 
critical,  and  for  the  present  there  is  every  hope.  He  is  quite  conscious  and 
his  heart  is  strong. 

The  seizure  came  shortly  before  11  o'clock  this  morning.  Sir  Wilfrid 
was  dressing  at  his  home  to  go  to  church,  when  he  suddenly  became  uncon- 
scious and  fell  to  the  floor.  A  maid  in  an  adjoining  room,  hearing  the  noise, 
hastened  to  his  assisUnce  and  gave  the  alarm.
